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REMARKS 

Claims 1-3, 6-7, 10-34, 39-51, 56-60, and 79-88 were presented for consideration in the 
Amendment filed on May 29, 2007. The Office Action dated February 27, 2008 and re-mailed 
on July 22, 2008 indicated that newly added claims in the May 29, 2007 Amendment were not 
considered. Claims 4-5, 8-9, 35-38, 52-55, and 61-78 have been previously withdrawn. Claims 
44-60 and 84-86 are cancelled herein. Claim 88 is amended herein to correct a minor 
typographical error. Therefore, after entry of the foregoing amendments, Claims 1-3, 6-7, 10-34, 
39-43, 79-83, and 87-88 will be pending before the Examiner. 

Applicant thanks the Examiner for the helpful telephonic interview, summarized above, 
which was conducted on November 12, 2008. 

The Application is in Condition for Allowance 

The Examiner objected to Applicant's amendment dated May 29, 2007. In particular, the 
Examiner asserted that Claims 44-60 and 84-86 are drawn to a non-elected embodiment and are 
not readable on the elected species. Applicant respectfully disagrees with the Examiner's 
characterization of Claims 44-60 and 84-86 and of the elected species. Nevertheless, to expedite 
prosecution of the present application, Applicant has cancelled Claims 44-60 and 84-86 herein. 
Applicant expressly reserves the right to prosecute the subject matter of the cancelled claims in 
one or more continuing applications. 

Applicant respectfully asserts that presently pending Claims 1-3, 6-7, 10-34, 39-43, 79- 
83, and 87-88 are in condition for allowance for at least the reasons explained in Applicant's 
response dated May 29, 2007. Accordingly, issuance of a Notice of Allowance is most earnestly 
solicited. 

No Disclaimers or Disavowals 

Although the present communication may include alterations to the application or claims, 
or characterizations of claim scope or referenced art, Applicant is not conceding in this 
application that previously pending claims are not patentable over the cited references. Rather, 
any alterations or characterizations are being made to facilitate expeditious prosecution of this 
application. Applicant reserves the right to pursue at a later date any previously pending or other 
broader or narrower claims that capture any subject matter supported by the present disclosure, 
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including subject matter found to be specifically disclaimed herein or by any prior prosecution. 
Accordingly, reviewers of this or any parent, child or related prosecution history shall not 
reasonably infer that the Applicant has made any disclaimers or disavowals of any subject matter 
supported by the present application. 
Conclusion 

For at least the reasons explained in Applicant's response dated May 29, 2007, it is 
respectfully submitted that the rejections set forth in the outstanding Office Action are inapplicable 
to the present claims. Accordingly, issuance of a Notice of Allowance is most earnestly solicited.

Action dated November 29, 2006 and each of the Examiner's assertions regarding what the prior art 
shows or teaches. Although amendments have been made herein and in Applicant's response dated 
May 29, 2007, no acquiescence or estoppel is or should be implied thereby. Any arguments in 
support of patentability and based on a portion of a claim should not be taken as founding 
patentability solely on the portion in question; rather, it is the combination of features or acts recited 
in a claim which distinguishes it over the prior art. 

The undersigned has made a good faith effort to respond to all of the rejections in the case 
and to place the claims in condition for immediate allowance. Nevertheless, if any undeveloped 
issues remain or if any issues require clarification, the Examiner is respectfully requested to call 
Applicant's attorney to resolve such issue(s) promptly.
